((The  Foreign  Minister  handed  me  just  now  the 
following  extract  from  a  telegraphic  report  by  the 
Japanese  Ambassador,  1  CSC 0*7,  of  4  July: 

/original  is  English/  "With  the  army  suffering  a  heavy 
defectiveness  there  is  an  unmistakable  sign  of  a  general 
collapse  of  morality  on  tho  part  of  the  Government  and 
the  people.))  The  appeal  to  the  nation  made  by  Premiar 
STALIN  on  July  3rd  is  one  such  indication.  It  was 
cautious  in  tone  but  totally  locking  in  spirit  of 
aggression.  The  resort  to  the  scorched  earth  policy 
which  STALIN  urged  upon  the  populace  rather  reveal  the 
loss  of  confidence  on  tho  part  of  SOVIET  Government  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  war.  The  mass  shows  little  enthusiasm 
for  the  war  and  there  is  generally  speaking  a  marked 
absence  of  patriotic  popular  demonstrations.  Soldiers 
called  to  the  colour  are  clad  worse  than  Chinese  coolies 
and  they  betray  a  mood  of  dejection  and  devartation. 
Altopothor  they  present  an  awfully  pitilossable  sight  as 
if  thoy  wore  herds  of  cattle  reluctantly  led  to  the 
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slaughter  house.  This  is  of  course  partly  due  to  the 
peculiar  3lave  traits  but  there  is  no  denying  the  fact 
that  they  are  all  pessimistic  regarding  the  fate  of  the 
war  which  they  intensely  hate.  In  short  the  debacle 
seems  to  bo  pretty  at  hand  and  one  gathers  the  impression 
that  the  fall  of  LfCSCOW  is  now  only  a  oucstion  of  time." 

((I  t.cld  the  Japanese  Foreign  Minister  that  this 
correct  representation  of  the  situation  will  certainly 
cause  the  Japanese  Cabinet  to  speed  up  the  preparations 
against  the  SOVIET  UNION.  I  was  hoping,  that  thereupon  a 
Japanese  intervention  against  RUSSIA  jointly  with  Germany, 
to  which  he  had  previously  referred  as  an  absolute  necessity, 

could  then  be  soon  counted  on. 

The  Japanese  Foreign  Minister  replied  that  one  could 

bo  certain  that  developments  would  take  this  course.))

1.  That  I  ex:  pa  Attache  of  the  United  Statea  Department  of 
State  on  tho  Strff  of  the  United  States  Political  Adviser  on  Gorman 
Affairs,  end  as  such  I  am  a  representative  of  the  Office  of  Military 
Government  for  Germany  (U.  S.).  That  in  my  capacity  a.s  above  sot 
forth,  I  have  in  my  porse6eion,  custody  and  control  at  the  Berlin 
Documents  Center,  Borlin,  Germany,  tho  original  captured  German 
Foroign  Office  files  anc1  archives. 

3.  That  said  original  Foreign  Office  files  and  archives  were 
captured  and  obtained  by  military  forcos  under  tho  command  of  the 
Supreme  Co;..nndor,  Allied  Expeditionary  Forces,  and  upon  their  seizure 
and  capture  wore  first  asBomblcd  by  said  military  forces  at  a  Military 
Dooucont  Center  at  Marburg,  Germany,  and  were  later  moved  by  authorized 
personnel  of  eaid  Allied  forces  to  said  central  documents  center, 
abovo  referred  to,  and  known  as  tho  Berlin  Documents  Center. 

3.  That  I  vas  asoigned  to  said  document  center  at  Marburg, 
Germany,  on  August  15,  1945,  and  said  captured  German  Foreign  Office 
files  and  archives  first  ermo  into  my  possession  and  control  while  I 
was  stationed  at  Marburg,  Germany,  and  that  thereafter  tho  Berne  have 
continued  in  my  possession  and  custody  and  under  my  control.

4.  That  tho  document  to  which  this  affidavit  is  attached  is 
a  true  end  correct  photostatic  copy  of  an  original  German  Foreign 
Office  document  which  vre  captured  from  said  Gorman  Foreign  Office 
file 8  and  archives,  and  which  came  into  my  possession  and  custody 
end  untlnr  my  control  in  the  manner  above  set  forth. 

5.  That  sa id  original  document,  of  which  the  attached  is  e. 
.photootatic  copy,  is  being  held  and  retainod  by  me  in  order  that  it 
may  be  examined  and  inspected  by  various  intoreoted  agencies,  and  a 
photostatic  copy  of  said  original  is  hereby  furnished  and  certified 
to  bocause  of  tho  unavailability  of  said  original  for  the  reasons 
abovo  eot  forth.
